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FOREWORD 


The Ministry of Education granted us a fellowship for 
developing a social studies curriculum suitable for Junior Basic 
classes. Kamla Katyal (nee Anand) was awarded this scholarship 
for a year and worked on this project under the direction of my 
colleague, Dr. E. A Pires. 


This report contains an account of the syllabus that was 
developed in the Experimental Basic School attached to the 
Institute. It will be noted that the curriculum that was deve- 
loped will not be entirely suitable to every Basic School nor is it 
acurriculum that can be repeated in the C.LE. Basic School 
from year to year. The value of the experiment lies in the fact 
that it demonstrates how basic schoo] teachers can and should 
develop their own curricula suited to the special needs of their 
pupils and related to the local environment of the communities 
from which their pupils are drawn. It also shows how current 
events can be woven into the social studies curriculum, parti- 

- cularly at the Junior Basic school stage.

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BUILDING UP A SOCIAL STUDIES CURRICULUM ` 
FOR THE C.LE. BASIC SCHOOL 


CHAPTER. I 


Introduction 


In modern definitions of ‘curriculum’ the emphasis has 
changed from what is taught to the child in the classroom to the 
total environment in which education takes place. It is not so 
much the mastery of subject matter which is regarded as deter- 
mining growth as the active reaction of the individual to his envir- 
onment. According to the Secondary Education Commission, 
the curriculum “includes the totality of experience that a pupil 
receives through the manifold activities that go on in the school, 
in the classroom, the library, the laboratory, the workshop, the 
playgrounds and the numerous informal contacts between teachers 
and pupils." So the curriculum is not something static and fixed; 
it is not something to be merely followed but something to be 
actively developed in the particular circumstances and environ- 
ment of a school. 


The social studies, which form an important part of the 
curriculum, are readily amenable to this sort of treatment. In 
this project, a social studies curriculum has been developed for 
and at the C.I.E. Experimental Basic School. The items selected 
have been based on the daily experiences of the pupils—on what 
they see, hear and experience in their own little community, in the 
city, in the state of Delhi, in the country at large and in the world. 
When the lessons are correlated in this way, they naturally lead to 
better motivation and to an active interest of the pupils in their 
environment. Current events make their understanding of com- 
plex social and economic activities easy. The present serves as the 
basis on which to proceed to the future and to g> back to the 
past. 


However, if this method is followed, the same syllabus can- 
not be used from year to year and atall places. Certain items 
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like the Republic Day, Basant Panchami and the birth and death 
anniversaries of great men will, no doubt, be repeated from year 
to year, and hence the lessons correlated with them, as with 
other items like the Constitution of India or the different seasons 
may also be repeated; but certain happenings like Mr. Nehru’s 
visit to China, Marshal Tito’s visit to India, the killing of dacoit 
Man Singh or the Portuguese firing on unarmed Indian satya- 
grahis, cannot possibly be repeated from year to year. So these 
happenings could best be discussed in the social studies classes 
in 1955 and not later. New points of correlation would, however, 
arise in subsequent years and the teacher would have to be on the 
look out for them. A syllabus like this cannot be equally valid 
for all time or for all places: but it shows how current events and 
daily news can be usefully utilised for developing a social studies 
curriculum along with the normal physical and social environ- 


ment of pupils and their regular craft and other co-curricular 
activities. 


CHAPTER II 


Importance of the Social Studies in Basic Education 


The term “social studies” stands for a broad and compre- 
hensive concept which includes in its scope not only the subject 
matter taught to pupils in the classroom but also a practical 
training in citizenship and the development of social attitudes 
through a variety of activities, curricular and co-curricular, 


The social studies constitute a very important part of the 
Basic school curriculum, and it will not be an exaggeration to say 
that they are the very life and breath of the curriculum. While 
some subjects like arithmetic, the mother tongue, and craft are 
intended to develop certain skills in pupils, the social studies are 
primarily concerned with bringing about their social development. 
They enable a child to understand in all its aspects the world in 
which he lives—its historical development, its geographical 
features, the conditions of living of the people inhabiting it and 
the interaction of human forces the world over. Beginning with 
the child’s immediate environment, the social studies gradually 
lead him to an understanding of what is happening all around 
him—in his own state, in his country and in the world. They 
make him aware and critically appreciative of the problem facing 
his community, his country, and the whole human family and, 
what is most important, inculcate in him a desire to help in their 
solution to whatever extent it is possible for him to do so. The 
ultimate objective of the social studies is to make a pupil not only 
a citizen of the world, loving his own country, of course, but also 
at the same time having a sympathetic view of the problems facing 
peoples in other countries. 


The social studies give practical civic training by organis- 
ing the school on a self-government,basis. The elections to the 
various offices on the Students’ Council give the pupils an idea of 
how elections are conducted. The pupils get some experience of 
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how to lead and how to follow and how to discharge their res- 


ponsibilities as elected officers. They thus get a practical training 
in citizenship. 


All this is necessary for pupils of every school in the country; 
but it is a sine qua non for a basic school which aims at enabling 
its pupils to grow up as citizens of the new social order based on 
co-operative endeavour, fully aware of their rights, responsibilities 
and obligations in such a scciety. Such social development and 


civic training form the core of the educational programme of a 
basic school. 


CHAPTER III 


Objectives of a Social Studies Curriculum 


A comprehensive list of the objectives of a social studies 
curriculum is found in every textbook on the subject. According 
to Preston,! ‘Social studies instruction in elementary grades 
should give the child knowledge and experiences which will 
enable him : 


1. To gain a knowledge and appreciation of the historic, 
geographic and social backgrounds of our cultural heritage which 
bear upon present day living. 


2. To acquire habits and skills needed in assuming his 
responsibility in a social group. 


3. To develop a wholesome personality that will enable 
him to lead a useful and happy life. 


4. To cultivate an understanding of the principles of 
democracy and a loyalty to democratic ways of life. 


5. To develop such fundamental social characteristics as 
tolerance, co-operation, critical judgment, responsibility, respect, 
loyalty, temperance, honesty and other characteristics necessary 
for wholesome living. 


The Zakir Hussain Committee* gives the following as 
proper objectives of the social studies: 


1. To develop a broad human interest in the progress of 
mankind in general and of India in particular. 


2. To develop in the pupil a proper understanding of his 
social and geographical environment and to awaken the urge to 
improve it.

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3. To inculcate a love of the motherland, a reverence for 
its past, and a belief in its future destiny as the home of a united 
co-operative society based on love, truth and justice. 


4. To develop a sense of the rights and responsibilities of 
citizenship. 


5. To develop the individual and social virtues which 
make a man a reliable associate and a trusted neighbour. 


6. To develop mutual Tespect for the world religions. 


This means that the social studies do not simply aim at 
imparting knowledge by teaching facts concerned with history, 
geography end civics; they lay greater stress on the proper 
development of Pupils so that they may play their role as worthy 
members of Society and as good citizens of their country. 
For this reason, the social studies aim at helping pupils to 
understand the various Problems facing their country —pro- 
blems of an economic, political and social nature, including inter- 
national relations. It is a Tecognised fact that trouble or dis- 
content in one part of the world affects life in other parts; and so 
the training of future citizens should be clearly directed towards 
achieving international understanding in addition to national 
harmony and Prosperity, Pupils in Basic schools should 
know something not only of their countrymen but also of people 
in the neighbouring countries, Their outlook should be so 
widened that they consider themselves as citizens of the world 
and not only as inhabitants of their native land, 


While studying-the significance of national and international 
events, pupils will come across problems of colonial peoples, and 
those inhabiting backward and underdeveloped countries, The 
social studies should aim at inculcating the Tight attitudes in pupils 
towards these people by helping them to view sympathetically the 
Struggles and sufferings of exploited groups, 


This brief review of objectives cannot be exhaustive, and 
if we remember that we are not dealing with adolescents or with 
adults but with children in the Primary grades. it should be 
adequate for our purpose, 


CHAPTER IV 


The Principles Underlying the Experimental Curriculum 


The objectives enunciated in the last chapter are quite 
laudable, but they cannot be achieved by the conventional 
methods of teaching in which miscellaneous and unrelated in- 
formation collected in books on the social studies is presented 
to pupils ina set order. Sucha procedure induces nothing but 
pure memorisation of facts which tend to be forgotten after a 
time. As the Interim Report of the Council for Curriculum 
Reform says, “We cannot resurrect a fresh social purpose and 
galvanise our maturing boys and girls into a lively interest in 
social affairs merely froma study of the dead bones of factual 
material, usually embedded in the lifeless pages of our school 
text-books of geography, history and civics. They lose all 
interest in the academic intricacies of the structure, and leave 
school without the awakening of the social mind that sees the 
main contours of the build of the contemporary world, and 
something of its inner social, economic and political forces and 


tension."! 


Stress shonld therefore be laid in the social studies on the 
study of the contemporary world. In fact, the study of the 
contemporary world is essential not only for understanding the 
world asit is today but also for obtaining clues to an under- 
standing of historical development as well as of various geographi- 
cal, political and civic complexities. To quote the same report 
again, “Since it is in his own surroundings and in his own times 
that the average individual, whether old or young, is most 
interested, the teacher of these subjects has the inestimable 
advantage of building on interests already aroused and on facts 
already known both from experience at home and from earlier 
work at school"? In his book on “Teaching Social Studies in

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High Schools”, Wesley supports this view. In the teaching of 
history, he says, “the Student will find ample material in current 
news sources that deal with world affairs, and the teacher who 
deals with contemporary issues and problems even to the neglect 
of some recorded narratives, needs to make no apology for his 
choice.” “The study of civics can be greatly enriched by the 
introduction of recent events and trends....., The teacher of civics 
should be receptive at all times to the contributions which 
current events afford,” Emphasisiog the role of current affairs 
in the teaching of. Ecography, Wesley says, “In it one can readily 
acquire a world viewpoint.” 


Vitally interested in his immediate neighbourhood, in what he 
Sees and experiences therein, these experiences of his need to 
be made the bases of his social education. As the Zakir Hussain 
Committee, while dealing with the objectives of the social 
Studies, says, “The Study should begin with the child’s own 
environment and its Problems. His interest should be awakened 
in manifold Ways."5 The Interim Report of the Council for 
Curriculum. Reform also stresses this fact: *We consider the 


There cannot be any real education for the pupil if he is 
cut off from his immediate environment. He should be given 
8 brief historical background of his locality; he should know 
Something about the streets in Which he runs and plays and about 
the bazar in his locality and the various shops from which he 
and his parents make their Purchases; he should also be 
acquainted with the various Occupations in the locality.

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constitutes his social background and he must be helped to 
understand it. As the Interim Report of the Council for 
Curriculum Reform says, “It is, for example, sociological nonsense 
to attempt to educate the child in Deptford, apart from the 
mean streets in which he lives, the shops where he buys his goods 
and the complex factors which make up his background. For 
all this is his social heritage.” Again, “He is familiar with all 
sorts of social and civil workers—the postman, the dustman, 
the gasman, the fireman, the policeman—who all play a part in 
his life. All these and many others are the elements which 
combine and make the child’s social pattern in which he grows 
and lives. This pattern determines his mental horizon, his 
language, those he loves, his attitude to life, and his future 
occupation...... This is their educative environment in which the 
schoolis only one factor, and however sordid and crude many 
of its elements may seem to a more privileged minority, they 
must be understood in all their social and psychological impli- 
cations if the education of children is to have any meaning in the 
world in which they live."? 


This, however, does not mean thatthe education of the 
child should be confined to his immediate environment. This 
should be the starting point. From there onwards there should 
bea gradual extension of the horizon from neighbourhood to 
town, from town to region and from region to the nation as a 
whole. Nor should we stop at the nation; but we should go on 
to encompass the whole human family and thus help children 
develop international understanding and sympathy. 


Animportant principle to keep in mind is the principle of 
activity. The celebration of various festivals, national days, 
birth and death anniversaries of great men, et cetera, provide 
usefulopportunities for the selection of topics on social studies 
and these should be fully utilised. Again, the educational possi- 
bilities of excursions should be fully explored, and visits to 
historical monuments should be utilised specially in the teaching 
of history. Similarly, visits to civic institutions and other places

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of interest should be organized from time to time to give children 
first hand experiences of places, objects and ideas to which they 
need to be introduced. 


To give a true training for citizenship, there should be a 
system of student government in which the office bearers are 
elected by the school community. In this way the pupils get 
practical training in leadership as well as in followership which 
is bound to be of incalculable help to them when they grow up 
and assume their roles as citizens, This practice also helps to 
inculcate in the pupils qualities of initiative, tolerance and 
co-operation. 


The various activities must be so conceived and so organized 
that pupils not only learn about citizenship practices but actually 
become better human beings and imbibe noble qualities. This, 
however, cannot be achieved through mere lessons ; rather, it is 
the outcome of the entire school Programme, though stories of 
great men and lessons on citizenship can help in this direction. 


If the lessons are to be developed out of the day to day 
happenings and based on the immediate environment of the 
pupils and on their own experiences and activities, there is little 
Scope fora rigidly prescribed syllabus. A prescribed syllabus 
has two drawbacks: it lacks adequate motivation and it makes 
natural correlation extremely difficult. So, if the course in the 
social studies is to be developed in a natural and vital manner, 
based on the day to day happenings and the environment of 
the children, the prescribed syllabus should be done away with 
anda syllabus should be evolyed for each school meeting the 
requirements of the Pupils in their own local environment and 
related to what is happening around them in the world, 


The syllabus given in Appendix I was evolved at the C.I.E. 
Basic Experimental School from October 1954 to October 1955 
for grades II to V. It was evolved on the following principles : 
I. No prescribed syllabus was followed. 


2. Great importance was given to the significant day to 
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day happenings and important current events, and the 
lessons were, in many cases, correlated with them. 

3. Emphasis was laid on the study of the locality, and 
many lessons for the lower grades were correlated 
with the locality. 


4. An attempt was made to do away with subject bounda- 
ries within the social studies, wherever possible. 


s. Important festivals and great national days as well as 
the birth and death anniversaries of some great men 
were celebrated, and lessons were based on them. 

6. Excursions were fully utilised for educational purposes. 


7. Other activities such as a ‘Cleanliness Fortnight’ 
were arranged, 


8. The school was organised on the basis of student 
government. 


Craft activities were, no doubt, utilised ; but the social and 
physical environments of the pupils were given preference 
wherever these provided better points for correlation. This 
particular syllabus will not and cannot suit all schools for all 
times, as it was evolved in the context of a particular area and at 
a particular time. Many items based on local characteristics will 
be of little or no use for other schools. Similarly, the current- 
events basis of the syllabus will make parts of it irrelevant for 
succeeding years, as many of these events—national as well as 
jnternational—cannot be repeated from year to year in a dynamic 
world such as ours in this twentieth century. Further, there 
isa great deal of subjectivity in the syllabus, as it has been 
developed experimentally by acertain set of people, and other 
persons, even if they follow the same principles, are more than 
likely to evolve quite a different syllabus. As the Principal of 
the Government Central Pedagogical Institute, U.P., says in the 
“Shiksha”? of January, 1951, *No syllabus can pretend to say the 
last word or to claim perfection. Again, when two persons or 
bodies sit down to frame or to consider a syllabus, differences 
will naturally arise ; and it cannot be denied as well that many of 
the differences will be more subjective than objective, coloured 
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as they are by personal dislikes and predilections, preconceived 
notions and individual tastes. A syllabus, and for that matter 
the curriculum, have to be dyna 


mic, changing according to time 
and circumstances," 


CHAPTER V — — 
Background of the Pupils of the C. I.E. Basic School 


The survey was made with the definite object of under- 
standing the socio-economic background of the children with 
a view to making the socialstudies syllabus meet their special 
needs and problems. As the primary purpose of the social studies 
is to effect an improvement in the lives of people, it was 
essential to know how these children lived, what difficulties 
and problems they faced and what kind of help they needed 
in improving their way and standard of living. 


There are about 150 pupils in the C. I E. Basic School. 
Most of them live in the localities round about the school, 
namely, Kingsway camp, Reids Lines and Vijay Nagar. Of 
these 150 pupils, 135 or 90% are Hindus, and of these only 
3 are Harijans. 53% of the pupils have given Hindi as their 
mother tongue and about 40% Punjabi. But it appears that many 
confused the expression ‘mother tongue’ with ‘medium of 
instruction’ and so gave Hindi as their mother tongue instead 
of Punjabi. 


69% of the pupils come from displaced families from 
West Pakistan. The fathers of 54% of the pupils are in 
government service, some of them being teachers in government 
schools. The fathers of 23% ofthe pupils are shopkeepers, 
Only 3% are in the professions (medicine, law or engineering) 
while the same number depend on industry to earn their 
livelihood. The pupils, generally speaking, do not come from 
very well to do families. The fathers of about 42% of them 
earn less than Rs. 100/-, about 35% earn between Rs, 100/- 
and 200/-, about 13% earn between Rs. 200/- and Rs. 300/-, 
and about 8% earn between Rs. 300/- and Rs. 400/- per 
month. The families of about 57% of the pupils are joint 
families. 


The educational standard of the parents of the pupils 
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is also not very high. Only 25% of the fathers have studied 
beyond the matriculation. Many have not studied anything at 
all; and only 1% of them are graduates. The case of the 
mothers of the pupils is far worse. 90% of them have not 
gone beyond the middle school level, while about 50%fall even 
below the primary school level. 33% have not studied at all. 


About 70% of the families read newspapers and about 
40% of them go to pictures. 


Generally, these families do not own the houses they 
live in. Only 5 % of them own their houses ; the rest live 
mostly in government quarters. 54 % of the families live in 
one-roomed tenements, while about 30% live in two-roomed 
houses. 61% of the houses are not electrified ; and only 20% 
of the families have radio sets. Over 70% of the families get 
their drinking water from the common municipal taps in the 
Streets and have no independent source of water supply. The 
most commonly used means of transport are buses, tongas 
and bicycles, although taxis and auto-rickshaws are also used 


sometimes. About 90% of the families do not have any 
domestic servant. 


These statistics show that the general standard of living 
of the families who send their children to the C. I.E. Basic 
School is rather low. 


CHAPTER VI 


The Actual Experiment 
This chapter contains an outline of the work done in each 


of the four grades (Grades II to V) in each week, A summary 
of the syllabus for each grade is given in Appendix I. 
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October 18th to 24th, 1954 


During this week the following syllabus was chalked out 
with the help of teachers and pupils, and put into practice. 


Grade V: The pupils were hearing and reading about 
Mr. Nehru's visit to China and the great welcome extended to 
him there. The topic ‘Indo-China Friendship” was selected for 
study. In this, the Sino-Indian relations from ancient times—the 
spread of Buddhism, the visits of the Chinese pilgrims to India, 
the accounts of conditions in India given by Fa-hien, Hiuen-Tsang 
and I-Tsing—were covered. Along with this the routes followed 
by these pilgrims—by land as well as by sea—and the route 
followed by Mr. Nehru who travelled by air, were shown on the 
map of Asia. The difficulties faced by travellers in ancient times 
were also noted. 


Grade VI: Some of the pupils in this grade had taken part 
in spinning on the occasion of the Gandhi Jayanti in the C. I. E. 
hall, So the life story of Gandhiji, his teachings, the part played 
by him in bringing about India’s freedom and the emergence of 
the republic of India, were taken up in this class. 


Grade III: The pupils had planted radish in their garden 
and the teacher had explained the needs and conditions for the 
full growth of this vegetable. On the basis of this, the main needs 
of man were taken up for discussion, and food was taken to start 
with. The class discussed from where we get our food and 
which people supply our food needs. In this connection mention 
was made of shopkeepers, milkmen and farmers. Some children 
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spoke about the dirty surroundings of some shops, and so in this 
connection the functions of a municipality were also explained. 


Grades II & I: A joint class was held for these two 
grades. Most of the children of these two grades had paid a visit 
to the Gandhi Ashram in connection with their craft work. They 
had seen the Town Hall near it. What goes on inside the Town 
Hall was, therefore, explained to them in an elementary form. 


Besides these special lessons to the different grades, social 
and civic training for all classes and specially for the lower grades 


was given while the pupils were doing craft work or gardening or 
other work, 


On Saturday a general assembly was held. The pupils 
elected a president who conducted the proceedings. Songs were 
sung and dances and dramas were performed by the pupils, Light 
refreshments were served to the pupils. 


There was a daily thirty-minute assembly in which the 
main news of the day was read and explained to the pupils. The 
main item related to the visit of Mr. Nehru to China —the grand 
reception accorded to him there, his meeting with Mao-Tse- Tung, 
and the speeches made by the two leaders. There was also men- 
tion of the French colonies in India, Portugal’s refusal to 
follow the French example, the visit of the Pakistan Prime 


Minister to the U, S, A., the constitutional tussle in Pakistan, and 
so on. - 


In addition to the news, an announcement of the impending 
election for the School Cabinet was made and a committee of 
students was set up to prepare ballot boxes with different colours 


for different candidates Standing for the “Prime Ministership" of 
the school, 


October 25th to 31st, 1954 


During this week, the school remained closed for the first 
four days. The 25th was a holiday because of the death of Shri 
Kidwai. The 29th was a full working day. On this day, in the 
general assembly, besides the reading of the news, reference was 
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made to Shri Kidwai’s death: his life story was told, and the part 
played by him in solving our food problem was explained. 
Diwali and Bhai Duj—the festivals which fell in this week—were 
dealt with and the stories connected with them were explained. 
The pupils were asked to canvass for the school elections to be 
held on the following Monday. News about the dissolution of 
the Pakistan Constituent Assembly and the Cabinet reshuffle were 
read. On Saturday, in the general assembly, which was presided 
bver by a student, besides dances and songs, some important 
events in Shri Ram Chander’s life were staged by the students. 
The students were provided with some light refreshments. The 
whole management and distribution wes in the hands of the 
students under a minister specifically elected for this purpose. 


November 1st to 7th, 1954 


Durirg this week the school elections were held. The 
school as a whole constituted the electorate. The pupils of the 
first grade were debarred from voting as they were not regarded 
as “adults”. The Prime Minister was elected, and he in his turn 
selected his ministers. Similarly, elections for class ministers 
were held in the respective classrooms. 


The election procedure was quite elaborate. Two ballot 
boxes with different colours were prepared. The returning officers 
were appointed and voting was by secret ballot. The counting of 
votes took place in the presence of the whole school. The child- 
ren evinced keen interest in the elections and the overwhelming 
majority obtained by the elected Prime Minister showed that 
most of the children were quite convinced of the merits of the 
victorious candidate. (The victorious candidate was a boy from 
the fifth grade while his opponent was a girl from the fourth 
grade). 


Besides this activity, the following syllabus was followed 
during this week:— 

Grade V: The students were told about Mr. Kidwai's 
death in the general assembly. How he had helped to solve our 
food problem was emphasized. For this class the topic, **Our Food 
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Problem”, was selected. In dealing with it, the following aspects 
were considered:—the planning for the soluticn of the problem, 
the importance given to food in our Five Year Plan, the various 
means adopted to increase ou: food products and the encourage- 
ment given to farmers. A brief history of agriculture in India 
and explanation of the Processes of cultivation were also given to 
the pupils. 


Grade IV: For this class too, the “Food Problem” was, 
selected, but it was on a more elementary plane and was explained 
in story form, Besides, the students were givena lesson on 
cleanliness which was correlated with their gardening work, as 
their garden was not found to be quite clean on that day. 


Grade III: This class had previously begun a study of 
“The Needs of Man”, and the topic *Our Food" had been 
Studied. In this connection the pupils had discussed how shop- 
keepers, farmers and milkmen satisfied our needs, During this 
week the lives of these People were taken up for study. While 
studying the lives of farmers and shopkeepers the question arose, 
“How do we in towns get our food products from the villages?” 
In this connection, the various means of modern transport were 


explained and these were compared with the means employed in 
days of old. 


Grade II: In this grade the story of cotton (which is used 
for spinning, which is the main craft in the school) was briefly 
dwelt upon. In this connection the dress of the people in ancient 


times was discussed and compared with the forms of dress used 
nowadays. 


Besides this, the main daily news was explained in the daily 
general assembly. The news dealt mainly with Mr, Nehru’s 
visit to Indo-China on his way back home from China, his arrival 
at Calcutta, the opening of the Mountaineering Institute at 
Darjeeling by him, his arrival at Delhi, the handing over of the 
French possessions to India and Maulana Azad’s appeal for the 
rapid spread of Hindi. The stories of Akshay Navami and 
Gopashtami were also explained.

On Saturday, the School President and a few ‘‘Leadeas of 


the Opposition” were elected and the seating arrangements for 
the President, the Opposition and the Cabinet were rehearsed, 


Students from grades land II were taken to a nearby 
historical place where the graves of those who died in the Mutiny 
are to be seen. The students were told the story of the Indian 
Munity of 1857 and of Rani Lakshmi Bai of Jhansi. 


Also on this day, students of grades V, IV and III were 
taken to the Postal Centenary Exhibition. 


The activities pursued during the previous week were Conti- 
nued in this week, and special emphasis was laid on walking 
in file, 


November 8th to 14th, 1954 


During this week there were two holidays—on the 9th and 
the roth, On the oth, the birth anniversary of Prophet 
Mohammed was celebrated, while on thc 10th fell the birth 
anniversary of Guru Nanak, The students had been to the 
Postal Centenary Exhibition the previous Saturday. The social 
studies curriculum, therefore, centred round these three topics. 


Grade V: To this grade stories of Guru Nanak and 
Prophet Mohammed were told and the significance ot these days 
and the teachings of the two great men were explained. The 
students read a poem on Guru Nanak. The evolution of the 
modern system of communications was also dealt with, The 
different means of communication—the letter, the telegraph, the 
telephone, the radio, etc., were explained and the present “all 
up” postal scheme was contrasted with the old system of sending 
messengers, The various occasions for the issue of stamps after 
independence were also explained. 


Grade IV : In this grade also, the stories of Prophet 
Mohammed and Guru Nanak were narrated and the significance 
of the celebrations of their birth anniversaries was explained. 
The evolution of the modern post was dealt with and the various 
Occasions for the issue of new stamps were mentioned. 
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Grade III: In this grade the stories of Prophet 
Mohsmmed and Guru Nanak were related. “How we receive our 
letters” was taken up as a topic for study. In this connection the 


“journey” of a post card through different types of regions— 
deserts, hill areas, islands, etc. was explained. 


Grade II: In this grade stories of Prophet Mohammed and 
Guru Nanak were narrated.

On Saturday, in the children’s assembly, a variety pro- 
gramme conducted by the children themselves was staged and 
light refreshments were served. 


In the daily general assembly the daily news, specially the 
items relating to the bathing of thousands of people on Kartik 
Purnima Day, the meeting of the All India Social Welfare Con- 
ference at Delhi, the amount of Money to be spent during the 
Second Five Year Plan, and the likelihood of the promulgation of 
President’s rule in Andhra were read out and explained. 


On Sunday, November 14th, the children were taken to the 


National Stadium where Mr. Nehru’s birthday was celebrated by 
Delhi children. 


November 15th to 21st, 1954 


The students of all the grades had been taken to the 
National Stadium the previous Sunday. There the Delhi children 
had celebrated Mr, Nehru's birthday. The 26th death anniver- 
Sary ofLala Lajpat Rai also fell during this week, Hence the 
Syllabus in all the classes rotated round Mr. Nehru, and in the 


general assembly on Saturday Lala Lajpat Rai’s life story was 
narrated to all the grades. 


Grade V: In this grade the children were told why Mr. 
Nehru’s birthday is celebrated as Children’s Day. Along with 
this, the life story of Mr. Nehru Was narrated. A brief history 
of the freedom Struggle, the part played by Mr. Nehru before 
and after independence, how a Prime Minister is elected accord- 
ing to the Indien Ccnstitution—all these were also explained to 
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them. The life story of Lala Lajpat Rai was also narrated to 
the students. 


Grade IV: The students were told why Mr. Nehru's 
birthday is celebrated as Children's Day. The story of Mr. Nehru 
was told and the geography of Kashmir (his ancestral home) and 
the importance of Allababad were explained. 


Grade III: In this grade the story of Mr. Nehru was told 
and a brief reference was made to Kashmir, including its climate. 


Grades II & I: The children were asked to describe what 
they had seen at the National Stadium. 


The daily news was read and explained in the daily general 
assembly. The news dealt mainly with the celebration of Mr. 
Nehru's birthday, the condolence resolution passed ‘by the Lok 
Sabha on Mr. Kidwai's death, the President's emphasis on the 
spread of literacy, the observance of the death anniversary of 
Lala Lajpat Rai, the hopes of early talks on all outstanding issues 
between India and Pakistan, Neguib's removal from the Egyptian 
Presidency, the approval by Parliament of President's rule in 
Andhra, the arrival of the Russian Technical Mission and the 
strike by the Jhansi sweepers for enhancement of their wages. 


On Saturday, a debate was held on the question whether the 
sweepers of Jhansi should strike and thus endanger public health.

November 29th to December 5th, 1954 


During this week fell the birth anniversary of the President, 
Dr. Rajendra Prasad. The children Were taken to Rashtrapati 
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Bhawan where a programme to celebrate the birthday had been 
chalked out by the Balkan-ji-Bari. The story of Dr. Rajendra 
Prasad was told to all the children. The items covered during 
the week in the different grades were as follows: — 

Grade V: The story of Dr. Rajendra Prasad, our President, 
was told. Besides, the study of the food products of India was 
continued, Asa background for this, the physical features of 
India, its rivers. and the varieties of soil were discussed. (The 
students filled these things in a map). 


Grade IV: The story of the President, Dr. Rajendra 
Prasad, was told. Besides, a new topic, “Our Food,” was started. 
The students had previously dore India’s food problem and its 
solution in an elementary Way. During this week, the food taken 
by the people living in Delhi but coming from various provinces, 
as well as the food of urban and rural people was discussed. Along 
with this the main food products of Delhi, the imports from the 
neighbouring areas, and the methods of irrigation employed in 
Delhi State were also studied by the students. 


Grade III: Besides the story of Dr. Rajendra Prasad, the 
topic, “Our Clothing," was continued. During this week the 
class studied about silk and woollen clothes, the materials they are 
made of, where wool and silk is found and how silk and wool are 
prepared from silkworms and sheep respectively. 


Grade II: The story of Dr. Rajendra Prasad was told. 


Besides, the daily news was discussed in the daily general 
assembly, the main items being the production of railway coaches 
at the factory in Bangalore, the preparations for the erection of a 
steel plant in Orissa, the departure of Marshal Tito for India, the 
celebration of the 8oth birth anniversary of the British Prime 
Minister, Mr. Churchill, the appointment of Mr. B. K. Mukherjee 
as the Chief Justice of India, and the celebration of the birthday 
of the President.

Day and Flag Day, the calling off of the bank strike, the arrival 
of a Cultural Delegation from the People’s Republic of China, 
the resignation of the Yoshida Cabinet in Japan, the meeting

the means of transport in Delhi State were studied in connection 
with the question, “How do we in the city receive the food grains 
produced in the villages”?

Grade III: Besides the story of Marshal Tito, the growth 
of the textile industry in the U. K., the decay of our handicrafts 
during the British rule, and the causes for this decay were 
explained. 


Grade II: An imaginary story of a boy living in Yugoslavia 
based on the customs af the people of Yugoslavia was told. 


The main items of the daily news were explained to the 
pupils in the daily general assembly. . These dealt with the visit 
of Marshal Tito to India, the observance of the death anniversary 
of Sardar Patel, the death of Mr. J. P. Srivastava, the likelihood of 
Mr Suhrawardy joining the Central Pakistan Cabinet, the readi- 
ness of Mr. Chou En Lai to receive the U.N. Secretary-General, 
Mr. Dag Hammarskjoeld, in connection with the detention of 
eleven U, S. airmen by China, and the report of the succession of 
General Srinagesh as Commander-in-Chief of the Indian Army. 


December 20th to 22nd, 1954 


Grade V: Yugoslavia was shown on the map of the world 
and the sea route from Yugoslavia to India was pointed out. The 
main customs of the Yugoslav people, Marshal Tito's visit, and 
the similarity in the foreign policies of India and Yugoslavia were 
explained.

The annual sports of the school took place in this week. 


January 4th to 9th, 1955 


During this week the terminal examinations of the school 
began, and so, no regular classes were held. The daily assembly, 
however, continued and the daily news was explained to the 
students of all the classes, The main items in the news related 
to the talks between Mr. Nehru and Mr. Hammarskjoeld and 
between Mr. Hammarskjoeld and Mr, Chou En Lai, the departure 
of Marshal Tito for Burma, the return of the nomad blacksmiths 
to Chittor, the reopening of the Suez Canal for traffic, the progress 
of the Hirakud Dam, the increase in railway revenue, the new 
features in the Republic Day celebrations, the installation of 
Chandragupta Maurya’s statue in front of the Prime Minister's 
office, the death of the PEPSU Chief Minister, Col. Raghbir 


Singh, and the memorial to the Hindi Poet Bhartendu Harish- 
chandra. 


In this week, too, the election of the Prime Minister of the 
school was held. The procedure was the same as used previous- 
ly. The class ministers were also elected. 


January 10th to 16th, 1955 


In this week the terminal examinations continued. A2 
objective test in the social studies was given to grades V, IV and 
III while the V grade was also given an oral test. The papers 
of the V grade were corrected by the students themselves. 


"Lobri", a Panjabi festival at which fires are lit at night 
and the members of the family sit around it, fell during this - 
week on the 13th. It is customary for children to go to the 
houses of other people and ask for fuel. They go and recite 4

Besides, the daily news was explained in the daily general 
assembly. This week the news related mainly to Mr. Hammarsk- 
joeld's mission to China, the stampede at Bhopal at the time 
ofthe President's visit, the customs barrier between India and 
Pondicherry, the possibility of travel to Mars in the near 
future,the holding of the U. P. Government as responsible for 
the Kumbh Tragedy by the Inquiry Commission, the likelihood 
of Nehru-Ali talks in March, 1955, the commencement of work 
on the flood control project on the Kosi River, the forthcoming 
visit of the Pakistan Governor-General on Republic Day, and 
the invitation to Mr. Nehru to visit Iran. 


January 17th to 23rd, 1955 


Grade V : The students were told in the daily assembly 
about the Hindi poet, Bhartendu Harishchandra, who inspired 
people with his poems and created a patriotic fervour in them. 
In this connection the Indian Mutiny of 1857 (or the First War 
of Indian Independence, as it is now called) was taken up. The 
story of Subhash Bose, whose birth anniversary was celebrated 
in the school on 22nd January, was also narrated. 


Grade IV: The answer papers on the social studies test 
were given back to the students, and a revision of the past lessons 
took place. They were told how dew is formed, as they saw it 
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daily during these days on plants and grass. The physical 
features of the Delhi State, the food products of which they had 


previously learnt, were told to them and the students filled them 
in an outline map. 


Grade IIl : Return of answer papers and revision of 


previous lessons. Besides, a plan of the school building with its 
boundaries was made by the students. 


Grade IIT: There was some revision of previous lessons. 
One of the students was hurt and was sent to the hospital. In 


this connection the students were told what a hospital is and 
what functions it performs. 


Besides, the 29th birth anniversary of ‘Subhash Chandra 
Bose was celebrated on the 22nd. Students of all the grades 
participated in the celebration, Poems were recited and two 
dialogues were held, one dealing with a conversation between 
Subhash and his father on his views about service of the mother- 
land and the other about his travels when he disappeared. His 


life story and his part in the freedom struggle were narrated. 
Songs of the I. N. A. were also sung. 


The daily news was explained in the daily general assembly. 
The news dealt mainly with the Congress session at Avadi, 
the resolutions passed by the Steering Committee and the 
Subjects Committee on Panch Shila and SEADO, the spread of 
Basic education, the assumption of office of President of the 
Congress by Mr. Dhebar, the building of a road by students near 
Mehrauli, the announcement of the visit of the Maharaj Kumar 
Of Sikkim to see India’s Republic Day celebrations, the acceptance 
by Mr. Mohammed Ali of Mr. Nehru’s invitation to visit Delbi 
and the likelihood of improvement in Indo. Pakistan relations. 


Besides, the students were asked not to quarrel with their 
Parents, to concentrate while at prayers, not to pluck flowers; 
to keep themselves and their surroundings clean, not to throw 
banana leaves anywhere and not to trouble old people. 
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January 24th to 30th, 1955 


During this week all the students were taken to Jeet 
Garh (Mutiny Memorial) where they were told about the Mutiny 
(the sth class had already done the Mutiny in detail.) They 
also saw Ashoka’s pillar on the Ridge. 


Republic Day fell during this week on the 26th. It was 
celebrated by the students on the 27th, There was flag-hoisting 
to the singing of the national anthem, The students recited 
poems and sang songs about independence, a small play was 
staged and the significance of Republic Day was explained to 
them. They were taken to witness the folk dance festival at the 
National Stadium. 


Basant Panchami also fell during this week. It was cele- 
brated in the school. Saraswati pooja was also performed. Some 


dances and songs and poems welcoming the spring season were 
presented, 


On Sunday fell Gandhiji’s death anniversary which was 
celebrated as Martyrs’ Day. Poems on different leaders who 
took part in the freedom movement were recited. Gandhiji’s 
favourite songs were sung. All the students could not participate 
as it was a Sunday. 


Besides, the daily news was read and explained in the 
daily general assembly. The main items of the news Were the 
Congress Session at Avadi, the welcome accorded to the Pakistan 
Governor-General, the heavy snowfall at Simla, the broadcast by 
the President on the eve of Republic Day and the celebration of 


Republic Day. 
January 31st to February Gth, 1955 


Grade V : This grade started a study of India’s struggle 
for freedom. The difference between freedom and subjection 
was explained. The question arose, “When and how did India 
become a subject nation?" In this connection the invasion of 


Mobammed Gauri, the disunity between Prithviraj and Jaichand 
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and the names of the various succeeding dynasties along with 
names of the rulers were narrated, 


Grade IV : The students had been to an excursion the 
previous week. There they saw an Asokan pillar. The story of 
Asoka was told. The agricultural products of Delhi State. which 


they had done previously were filled in the map and the story of 
Gandhiji was revised. 


Grade III: This class was told Gandhiji’s story. The 
students had celebrated Basant Panchami the previous week. So 


the four seasons of the year were explained. As it had rained 
one night, the students were told how it rains. 


Grade II: This grade also was told about rainfall, the four 
seasons of the year and the story of Gandhiji. 


Besides, the daily news was read in the daily general 
assembly. The main items dealt with the observance of Martyrs’ 
Day all over India. the talks on Formosa at the Commonwealth 
Conference, the arrest of 265 people in Goa, the resignation of 
the Koirala Cabinet in Nepal, the invitation to Dr. Bhabha to 
preside over the Conference on Atomic Energy for Peaceful 
Purposes, the crash of the night airmail plane near Nagpur, the 
signing of the agreement between India and Russia on the setting 
up of a steel plant, Mr. Nehru’s suggestion at the Commonwealth 
Premiers’ Conference about restricting the manufacture of atomic 
weapons, the refusal of China to send any representatives to the 
Security Council meeting, India’s warning to Portugal against 
the deportation of Goans to far-off places and the likelihood of 
the promulgation of President’s rule in Delhi State. 


A children’s assembly was held on Saturday in which songs» 
poems, dances, etc. were presented. 


February 7th to 13th, 1955 
Grade V: The study of the struggle for independence 


was continued and a brief account of the British rule, the 
establishment of the Indian National Congress, the fight for 
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freedom under many leaders and the boycott of foreign goods 
was given. 


Grade IV : The story of Rana Pratap was told. This was 
correlated with the “Blacksmiths of Chittor" who had returned 
to their place only recently. Besides, the climate of Delhi State 
was correlated with the celebration of Basant Panchami. 


Grade III: This grade also did the stories of Ashoka and 
Pratap. 


Grade II: The story of a sweetmeats seller was narrated. 
There are many sweetmeats shops in the locality. Besides, a 
story on the value of honesty was told as some students had stolen 
some bananas. 


The daily news was read in the daily general assembly. 
The news items were mainly about the end of the Commonwealth 
Conference in London, the rail accident near Bareilly, the 
evacuation of the Tachen Islands, the resignation of Mr. Malenkov, 
the election of Mr. Gurumukh Nibal Singh as the leader of the 
Congress Party in the Delhi Legislative Assembly, the fall of the 
T. C, Ministry, the talks between Marshal Tito and Col. Nasser 
on the Suez, the banning of cow slanghter in the U. P., and the 
elections in Andhra. 


In addition, there was a rehearsal of the meeting of the 
School Legislature in which the participants were told the 
procedure of the meeting, how to address the chair, and the 
functions of the speaker.

Grade II: The students saw and studied a cotton plant 
growing in the Institute. The story of an imaginary owner ofa 
grocery shop, based on the practices of shopkeepers, was told. 


Besides, the daily news was read and explained in the daily 
general assembly, The items dealt with Mr. Ali’s declaration

CHAPTER VII 


Evaluation 


An attempt was made to evaluate the attainment of the 
Pupils by administering specially constructed tests based on 
the syllabus covered. The texts of the tests are given in 
Appendix III. 


The following were the scores obtained by the pupils :

The scores may not appear to be high enough, but while 
considering them, the following factors need to be borne in 
mind :— 

1, The syllabus experimented with was started at the end 
of October, 1954 and was continued up to October, 1955. The 
tests, however, could not be administered before 18th February 
1956, so that there was a gap of three and a half months 
between the conclusion of the teaching and the testing. 


2, The test was a purely surprise test. The pupils did 


not have any prior intimation of it. They were not given any 


chance to refresh their memory by going through their note 
books and revising the lessons, some of which they had learnt 
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more than a year ago. This was done intentionally. Had d not 
been a surprise test, thescores would have been much higher 
and would not have Tepresented what the students have really 
learnt and retained. The scores obtained represent the Gin 
knowledge gained by the pupils— knowledge gained by experi- 
€nce and correlated teaching, and not by pure memorisation.

CHAPTER IX 


Scope for Further Research 


I. The present study was confined to a junior Basic school 
where the treatment of the social studies is necessarily of an 
elementary nature. Itis felt that the experiment could be use- 
fully extended to the senior Basic stage, where the level of the 
pupils is higher and where more complex units of historical, 
geographical, economic, cultural and civic materials could be 
introduced in an interesting manner. 


2. The project dealt with the social studies only. It has, 
however, been felt that it would be equally useful, perhaps even 
if the curricula in some of the other subjects too, 
art and general science were 
developed in this way, that is, on the bases of the children’s 
environment and experiences and current events. It should not 
be difficult to find units which can lend themselves to such 
treatment. Let us take Basant Panchami as an illustration of
